The latest reports from the Balkans, for 
what they are worth, suggest that the 
tension in the Danubian valley is slightly 
less than it was forty-eight hours ago. On 
Sunday the situation was analogous to 
that which prevailed in Central Europe 
after the Munich Conference. When the 
Germans advanced into the Sudeten lands, 
the Poles immediately seized the Teschen 
district of Czecho-Slovakia, while. the 
Magyars marched into Sub-Carpathian 
Ruthenia and part of Slovakia, taking 
advantage of Czecho-Slovakia’s impotence 
to satisfy their own territorial ambitions. 
What happened to Czecho-Slovakia in 1938 
is happening to Rumania in 1940. Like 
Masaryk’s Republic, the Rumanian 
Kingdom was a product of the general 
peace settlement of 1919. Rumania had 
been over-run by the Germans and the 
Bulgars during the war, but she came out 
on the winning side, and, largely through 
the diplomatic genius of Monsieur 
Titulesco—one of the most . remarkable 
statesmen of his time—she acquired large 
tracts of territory, including Transylvania 
from the Magyars, Bessarabia from the 
Russians, and the Dobrudja from Bulgaria. 
For more than twenty years an uneasy 
kind of political equilibrium has been 
maintained in Greater Rumania. King 
Carol, on the whole, has leaned towards 
France and Great Britain, although his 
Royal House is a branch of the 
Hohenzollerns; but he decided to 
remain neutral when the war broke 
out. Now Rumania has been invaded 
by the Russians, who consistently 
refuse to play the political game according 
to Queensberry rules. Comrade Stalin 
decided that he wanted to annex Bessarabia 
and the Northern Bukovina—to which the 
Ukrainians undoubtedly have some claim 
on ethnological grounds; and he promptly 
annexed them. The Red Army marched 
quietly across the Rumanian frontier. 
Imitating the methods of other invaders, 
the Russians used parachute troops to 
much advantage. The Rumanian Govern- 
ment realised that it was hard to kick 
against the pricks; and Stalin achieved 


the British Empire. His dream of an 
Italian sphere of influence” in the 
Balkans, therefore, seems to be coming to 
an end. Hungary must wait before she 
seeks territorial gains; in the meantime, 
she has been advised to keep her hands off 
Transylvania. The key to the whole 
Balkan situation for the moment lies, 
not in Berlin, but in Moscow. By their 
seizure of Rumania’s provinces the 
Bolsheviks have staked out an important 
claim in South Eastern Europe; they, too, 
have no intention to allow Germany to 
dominate that part of the world without a 
struggle. They have an alliance of sorts 
with the Germans; but that was purely 
an ad hoc affair. There never can be a 
union of hearts between the Slav and 
the Teuton, and, whatever may happen in 
the Balkans, the ultimate antagonists will 
be Moscow and Berlin. The Russians are 
taking the fullest advantage of Germany’s 
preoccupations to improve and consolidate 
their strategical position. They have 
strengthened themselves enormously in 
Finland and along the Baltic coast. Their 
seizure of Bessarabia and the Bukovina 
has given them a priceless pied-d-terre in 
the Balkans. Nobody outside the Kremlin 


can foretell their next move.

The Wrong Way 


It is not unreasonable, in time of war, 
that a Government should keep its own 
counsel on affairs of high policy. There 
are some things that cannot be discussed 
freely, even in Dail Eireann, because open 
discussion of them is calculated—rightly 
or wrongly—to do mischief. Secrecy, how- 
ever, ought to be confined to affairs of high 
policy: the national interest cannot 
require that it shall be extended to 
subjects of purely local and non- 
political“ import. Among the measures 
which are due to be hurried through the 
Senate to-day is the second stage of the 
Local Government (Dublin) (Amendment) 
Bill, 1940, which already has passed Dail 
Eireann. This is a bill of 13 sections, and 
to the casual—indeed, to the reasonably 
searching—eye its whole function is to 
provide for the inclusion of Howth Urban 
District in the County Borough of Dublin. 
As such, it has enjoyed some prominence 
in the newspapers, and has profited by 
some slight discussion in the Dail. Only 
the most meticulous, or suspicious, deputy 
would be likely to linger over an innocent- 
looking paragraph at the very end of the 
bill: — 

Sub-section (3)- of section 53 and 
section 101 of the Principal Act are 
hereby repealed. 


The principal act is the Local Govern- 
ment (Dublin) Act. of 1930, popularly 
known as the Greater Dublin Act. Sub- 
section (3) of section 53 need not concern 
us; but section 101 is among the most 
valuable clauses in that extremely valuable 
measure. It is the clause which provides 
for the revising, every five years, of the 
constitution of Greater Dublin. The men 
who framed the Act behaved with rare 
wisdom when they inserted this clause ; for 
they.showed thereby that they conceived of 
the city of Dublin as a living and growing 
entity, which would be faced with entirely 
new conditions every few years, and whose 
constitution must be kept always abreast 
of change. Without such a clause the act 
would have been sterile. 


The clause never has been popular with 
Ministers for Local Government. If this 


newspaper had not jogged his memory, 
Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly might have forgotten 
all about the first revision, which fell duc 
in July, 1935. As it was, a tribunal was 
constituted, held numerous meetings under 


a useful part in the social fabric of the 
countryside.”

In short, the canny Clare 
agriculturist agrees with the frugal author 
of The Ettrick Shepherd that Love

To this 
cold-blooded attitude Dr. McCarthy 
attributes the alarming drop in the 
number of children attending 58 rural 
schools, from 5,481 in 1935 to 4,828 in 
19390—almost twelve per cent. It the 
decrease continues at the same rate it is 
estimated that in about a quarter of a 
century there will be no more complaints 
about the plight of the farmers, for the 
simple reason that there will be no more 
farmers, at least in the County Clare, The 
suggested remedy is that the hefty and 
selfish young men “without parents, 
dependents or encumbrances, who at 
present are living happy and contented 
bachelor lives, baking their own bread and 
doing their own laundry work, should be 


dispossessed of their comfortable holdings 


if they do not join up in the ranks «f 
the Benedicks. We think that, before 
resorting to such drastic measures, it 
might be well to ascertain if the young 
women of Clare are wholly blameless. In 
the circumstances, it is hard to believe 
that they are even “ half trying.”

Non-belligerency offers Russia far more 
hope of gain than 3 in a European 
war, adds The Times, but Stalin has no 
desire to see Germany dominant in Eastern 
Europe at a moment when the activities 
of Pisin, on his other flank, are 
giving him more than usual cause for 
anxiety. To stake out Russian claims, 
and to advance Russian outposts westwards 
while opportunity offers, is an elementary 
measure of precaution. When Germany swept 
into mark, Norway and the Low 
Countries, these operations were euphemirti- 
cally described as preventive. Stalin mi ht, 
with more justice, have borrowed Hitler’s 
vocabulary. The occupation of the Baltic 
States and the annexation of Rumanian terri- 
tory are designed, not so much to reconsti- 
tute the Russian Empire within its old fron- 
tiers—in the Bukovina these have already 
been overstepped—as to keep Germany and 
her axis partner at a safe and respectful 
distance. Whether these advance lines of 
defence would continue to afford security to 
an isolated Russia if Germany and Italy were 
to enierge undefeated from the present war 
is another question.

What to Do in Air Raids 


A new booklet issued by the British 
Ministry of Home Security on “ What 
you must know; what you must do,” in 


an air raid is worthy of perusal, not only 


in Britain, but in other countries likely 
Based upon a 


recent raids, it shows that failure to tako 
cover in an improved type of shelter makes 
the risk twenty-four times as great as if 
one were standing in the street. The risk 
in the case of one lying down in the street 
is twelve times as great, and in that of 
one lying behind low cover or in a doorway 
it is eight times, and in that of persons 
sheltering in a house twice as great. The 


Ministry advises that, if a person iscaught 
in the street when an air raid warning 
sounds, he should not attempt to get home 
utiless home can be reached in five minutes. 
If a person finds himself in the open 
during an air raid and no shelter is avail- 
able, he is advised to lie flat, and face 
downwards, preferably in a ditch or in a 
fold: in the ground. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasised, says the booklet, that 
it is most dangerous to give way to the 
temptation to watch what is going on in 
an sir raid, instead of taking cover. Even 
if the raid is a considerable distance away, 
fragments of anti-aircraft shel] may fall 
miles distant fron. the scene of action.

It is claimed that on May 10 the 
German Western Army attacked with 
fewer men than the British, French, 
Belgian and Dutch divisions. 

Among the killed was Lieutenant- 
General Ritter von Steck, Com- 
manding General, who died a bero's 
‘death at the head of his army corps.“ 

The Air Force, under the command of 
Field-Marshal Goering, says the report, was 
able to throw the full weight of the 
superiority won at the ss of the cam- 
paign into the scales of victory. These 
battles were mainly conducted by Air Armies 
Nos. 2 and 3, under the energetic and skilled 
8 of Air Generals Kesselring and 

rrle. 

0 The world has followed this unparalleled 
victory of German arms with admiration, 
amazement, or fear, each according to his 
point of view. 

Everywhere the question is asked how 
such a rapid success is to be explained. 

“TH the former Allies believe it resides 
in German numerical superiority, it does not 
correspond to the truth. 

“The German Air Force was, indeed, con- 
siderably stronger in numbers than the 
Allied Air Forces. However, the German 
Western Army attacked on May 10 with a 
smaller number of divisions than were re- 

resented by the French, British, Belgian and 

tch divisions. 

REASONS 

The reason for the German successes are 
to be fcund where Germany's enemies 
believed lay her weakness—namely, in the 
dynamic revolutionary forces of the Third 
Reich and its National Socialist leadership. 

„It produced the best possible fighting 
instrument with a resolute and united leader- 
ship.” 

Giving the casualty figures quoted above, 
the report goes on:— 

In contrast, German losses in the World 
War in 1914 in the West amounted to 638,000 
men, including 85,000 dead. 

It is certain that French prisoners alone 
exceed 1, 900,000, including five Army com- 
manders and about 29,000 officers.” 

After giving an account of booty said to 
have been captured, including ‘* practically 
the whole heavy and very heavy artillery of 
France,” the arms and equipment of 55

and: other French forces, the report says that 
the enemy lost 792 ‘planes ad 62 barrage 
and captive balloons.

After this greatest victory in German 
history over an opponent which was reg 
as the most powerful land power in the 
world—who fought both skilfully and bravely 
there are no longer any Allies.

The Press Association adds:—It is worth 
recalling that as as ago as June 5 well-in- 
formed military circles in London estimated 
the German losses since the battle of Flanders 
began at between 400,000 and 500,000 men. 

“That the casualties are rather more than 
was anticipated in Germany,” it was stated, 
is shown by the fact that they have ap- 
parently found it necessary to requisition 
various extra buildings as hospitals.

CRITICAL SITUATION 


“To-day the time which we will have for our 
rearmament is very largely dependent on the 
continuance of Great B-itain’s control of the 
North Atlantic. Under these conditions any 
assistance which we can safely give towards 
the continuance of that sea power in the 
North Atlantic is a step very important to 
our own interest in preparation. 

The situation to-day is much more critical 
than last autumn (when the Arms Embargo 
was repealed) and the time which can be 
saved by the existence of British sea power 
is much more precious, he said. 

No one wishes to send American troops 
beyond our borders unless the protection of 
this United States itself makes such action 
necessary. On the other hand I do not be- 
lieve that the United States can be safely 
r by purely passive or defensive de- 
ence.

ta G CAROL was reported to be moving nearer to a full alliance 

with Germany yesterday, as an indication of a German-spon- 
sored settlement of Hungarian and Bulgarian revisionist claims on 
Rumania tended to quieten the Balkans. 


Unconfirmed reports in Budapest spoke of slight withdrawals 


from the frontier regions by both Hungarian and Rumanian troops, 


although both countries continued their war-like preparations. 


Sofia messages received in 


Budapest indicated that Bulgaria 


was expecting a peaceful solution of the present crisis. 


Soviet troops were reported in Bucharest to be withdrawing at 
points where they had overstepped the demarcation line of their new 


Rumanian gains. 


Belgrade reported from Bucharest that extremist members of 
the Rumanian Iron Guard were planning to remove King Carol from 


the Throne. 


These reports found no confirmation in Bucharest, nor did 
Bucharest remove the impression held by some observers that the 
stories of Rumanian readiness to satisfy Hungary and Bulgaria were 
anything other than revisionist propaganda. 


Over the week-end Rumania gave definite indications that she 


would not yield to Hungary and 
she could presumably do little, 


Bulgaria without a fight, though 
these observers said, if Germany 


were to insist, so as to ensure that war in the Balkans would not hold 


up her supplies from this region. 


SOME SIGNS OF PEACE 


— — 


It was expected in Budapest, says the As- 
sociated Press, that the Hungarian Minister 
to Rumania, M. Laszlo Bardossy, would re- 
turn to the Hungarian capital to report per- 
sonally to his Government on the Rumauian 
situation— particularly as to the extent to 
which Rumania might be willing to go to meet 
Hungary’s claims. 

Some sources said that his return was pos- 
sibly connected with the reported German 
efforts to secure a peaceful settlement of 
the Hungarian claims. 

In Bucharest it was thought likely that 
King Carol, following his “highly signifi- 
cant renunciation of the Allied pledge of 
assistance, might conclude a military and 
political alliance with Germany. 

The necessary pre-requisite for this, it was 
thought, would be the peaceful adjustment of 
Hungarian and Bulgarian territorial claims 
on Rumania. If this were achieved, Herr 
Hitler, it was rumoured, might offer full mili- 
tary support for King Carol, presumably 
against further Soviet incursions, 


OIL SUPPLIES 


Such a development would give Herr Hitler 
a dominant position in Rumania, and assure 
his Rumanian oil supplies, which originate 
south of the line the occupying Russians have 
reached.

Rumania, he said, had still hoped to obtain 
a modification of the conditions by means of 
negotiations, but the second Soviet Note made 
it clear that their only choice was between 
cession or war. 

Rumania, continued M. Argetoianu, would 
not, in the event of war, have been able to 
reckon on any assistance, and war would, 
therefore, have meant the sacrifice of the 
entire army. In the present situation the 
Rumanian Government regarded it as reces- 
sary to keep the army intact.

REVELATIONS AT 
COUNTY COUNCIL 


— — 


From OUR CorREesponpeEnr. 
ENNIS, Tuesday. 


Reporting to the Clare County Council on 
his inspection ot National schools in the 
county, Dr. G. P. McCarthy, County Medical 
Ufficer of Health, stated that of 58 visited 
the best were the Convent of Mercy schools, 
Kilrush. and Ennistymon and the Christian 
Brothers’ schools at the same places. These 
were all. excellent: buildings and models of 
what National schools ought to be. Fourteen 
schools were entirely unsuitable and should 


be abolished, seventeen required structural 


alterations and thirteen required larger and 
more suitable playgrounds. The remaining 
fourteen were good so far as the school build- 
ings were concerned. 

_ Approximately 25 per cent. of the schools 
inspected were listed for demolition. These 
schools were very bad. indeed, and at least 
four of them were itively dangerous by 
reason of imminent danger of collapse. 

In one school, added the report, “the 
rats were more numerous than the scholars 
and the whole place was honeycombed with 
rat holes. These rodents come up for crumbs 
and scraps of food, and it is related that 
one of them bit a little girl’s toe during the 
early summer of 1939. 

When the report was considered by the 
Clare County Council, Mr. E. F. Kerin said 
that it revealed a shocking state of affairs. 

Senator P. Hogan proposed a resolution 
requesting the Ministers for Finance and 
Education to take seriour notice of the con- 
dition of the schools in Clare. He said that 
the report was a very serious one, and it was 
a very extraordinary state of affairs to have 
children compelled to attend at such schools 
during the winter. 

Senator’s Hogan’s resolution was adopted 
unanimously and the Secretary (Mr. M. J. 
Carey was requested to forward copies to 
the Ministers for Education and Finance. 

The schools listed for demolition by Dr. 
McCarthy are: Tullycrine, Shannon View, 
Knockjames, Island View, Kilnaboy, Tulla 
boys. Derrnaveigh, Broadford, Inchoyea, 
Meelick, Cooraclare, Cratloe, voir d 
Cloonanaha: In the latter place a new school 
is now being built.
